The Fate of the Fiatists. 

A hasty summary of the salient points 
of the election news from the north shows 
that the fiat greenback party in that sec- 
tion is in a state. of collapse. The true 
greenbackers—those whe are desirous of 
bringing about real and practical reforms 
in our financial legislation—are to be 
found in the ranks of the democracy. 
They know that nothing substantial can 
grow out of a new party, and they have 
therefore kept themselves closely aligned 
with the organization which promises the 
quickest and the surest relief. 

In Massachusetts, we have the remark- 
able spectacle of democrats going almost 
solidly in favor of the republican nomi- 
nee for governor in order to break down 
the Butler-Kearney party. They suc- 
ceeded, and that without making much 
of a sacrifice. The fiatists and the com- 
munists hunt in couples, and in Massa- 
chusetts it was worth a man’s while to vote 
for a respectable republican as against the 
unseemly and yicious doctrines of Kear- 
ney and Butler. The greenback business 
has been overdone. Ambitious men have 
seized hold of the credulity of ignorant 
men, and taught them to believe that 


greenbackism means plenty of mioney 
and immunity from lahor. From. this 
point, it is only a step to Kearneyism. 
Hundreds of negroes who yoted against 
Colonel Hammond yesterday didso in the 
firm belief that if Mr. Arnold were elected, 
they would receive a package of green- 
backs by mail. Where they got this 
idea it is impossible to say, but it was 
widespread. It was entertained by col-- 
ored men whom we had supposed to have 
some Claims to intelligence, and they re- 
fused to hear any argument calculated to 
set them right. 

The average voter in some of the 
manufacturing districts in New 
England are not better informed than 
some of the more intelligent voters 
among the colored people at the south, 
and it is possible that somewhat similar 
arguments were used to induce them to 
vote against their better judgment. But, 
at any rate, fiatism in finance received its 
death-blow yesterday, while greenback- 
ism, asembodiedin the policy of the demo- 
cratic party, still lives to work out the salva- 
tion of the people. From Massachusetts to 
the fifth district in Georgia, its defeat has 
been. overwhelming. This, of itself, is 
something of a victory, for the true demo- 
cratic greenbackers can now go forward 
in the work of financial reform. unem- 
barrassed by the wild theories of such 
men as Brick Pomeroy, Blanton Duncan 
and Sam. Carey.

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The Comptroller-General’s Report. 

The report before us was prepared by 
Colonel Goldsmith, not. because the law 
required it, but because he thought the 
law-making branch of the state govern- 
ment would need the information it con- 
tains. It presents the operations of the 
comptroller-general’s office. from January 
1 up to the first day of last month—a pe- 
riod ‘of ten instead of- the twelve 
months. : 

In connection with the decrease in tax- 
able values ($9,437,812) during the past 
vear, the comptroller-general calls attén- 
tion to the inequalities of valuation that 
have long existed in the state. The evil 
complained of is of a two-fold nature— 
unequal valuation and no. valuation. 
Property of the same value is returned at 
various figures, there heing no common 
basis, no method-of equalization, while a 
considerable amount of property, not ex- 
empt by law, is not returned at any price. 
The problem, it must be admitted, is a 
difficult one; but.in view of the demands 
upon the treasury, the fall in values, and 
the justice of an equal distribution of the 
burdens of taxation, it is one that the 
legislature should carefully consider and 
determinedly wrestle with. 

The loss on valuations is not attributa- 
ble to any laxity of effort on the part of 
the comptroller-general or of the local 
tax officers—859,382 more acres of im- 
proyed land, 1,048,613 more acres‘of un- 
improved land and more of most other 


year’s tax digests over those of previous 
years. The comptroller-general admits 
that there is still room for improvement— 
that he can and will put more property 
on the tax digests; but in order to make 
all property bear its just burden, he 
wants his experience and energy supple- 
mented by more stringent legislation.

bites ase COUNTY GRAND JURY 
PRESENTMENTS. 


We, the Grand Jury of Fulton county, for the 
week ending November 2d, fall term, 1878, beg 
leave to make the following general present- 
ments: 

1. Through a committee we have examined the 
jail and find it in general good condition and the 
prisonors comfortable, There, howevers, seems to 
be an insufficiency of blankets, and we respectfully 
recommend that enough blankets be purchased to 
make the prisoners comfortably warm in all 
weather. Also, that a few necessary repairs be 
made of glass, and bolts in the window frames for 
more security. 

2. On account of a press of other important busi- 
ness we have not had time to examine other prop- 
erty of the county or.the offices. 

3. We recommend that the Ordinary be author- 
ized to have the newspapers, now on file in his 
office, containing the legal advertisements of the 
county from 1865 t6 1878, bound in a substantial 
manner. 

4. Weearnestly recommend te our representa- 
tives the passage of a law providing for the elec- 
tion of a board of County Commissioners of Ful- 
ton county, in whose hands, and under whose 
management shall be placed the entire financial 
affairs of the county. Other counties of thisState 
have adopted the plan with happy and most 
beneficial results. This plan will relieve our 
Ordinary of that burden, especially as he com- 
plains of having more on his hands than he can 
well manage. 

5. We also recommend the consideration of a 
law giving ALL our county officers FIXED salaries 
instead of fees and perquisites. Some of these 
officers are said to yield a largeamount of money 
yearly, and, from the present system, it is impos- 
sible fora Grand Jury to ascertain how much. 
Our new fundamental law, lately and wisely 
made, is founded on the strictest economy, and 
we feel that the same economy should be earried 
out to the remotest details of our government, so 
that the systems will harm onize.

We fully endorse the changes recommended in 
said report as to the system of keeping the ac- 
counts, records, papers, etc., having examined 
some of the books which. were recommended by 
the committee and now in use, and having heard 
complaint as to the loss of important Court 
papers. 

7. As to the supplementary report of said com- 
mittee and the accounts which they say ‘‘appear as 
irregular, and forthe payment of which they have 
not been able to find any legal anthority,’’ we 
state that the officer paying the same claim to have 
had authority in the shape of precedent, recom- 
mendation of former grand juries, orders of court, 
etc., if not in actuallaw. We have not the time 
or the means of deciding the question satisfactori- 
ly, even to ourselyes, as to the law, but if the 
law is not clear and explicit it should be made so 
at once. 

8 We recognize the fact that in the prosecution 
of the business of the county, that contingencies 
may arise where it will be necessary for the inter- 
ests of the county for the Ordinary of the county 
to use discretion and to order the payment of ac- 
eounts not specifically authorized by law; and, 
therefore, we recommend that im all cases where 
there is not strict legal authority that the Ordina- 
ry shail, before ordering the payment of such 
bill, have the same approved in writing by the 
Grand Jury and the Judge of either the Superior 
or City Court. 

9. We fee) that we should congratulate the peo- 
ple on the general condition of good morals, law 
and order, and the evident diminution of crime- 
of all grades in our midst. 

In conelusion we return thanks to his Honor, 
Judge Hillyer, and Solicitor General Hill for the 
able and impaftia] discharge of their respective 
duties and courtesies to our body; also thanks to 
James Landrum, bailiff, for his, and request that 
these presentments be published in THe ATLANTA 
CoNSTITUTION,

SULTON COUNTY FINANCES. 


Repert of the Committee Appointed to 
Examine the Books of the County 
Officials. 


To the Honorable Grand Jury of Fulton Supe- 
rior Court—Fall Term, 1878---Gentlemen: In com- 
plianee with an orderdated April 22, 1878, from 
the Honorable George Hillyer, judge of the supe- 
rior court of Fulton county, the undersigned were 
appointed a “committee to inspect and examine 
into the finances of the county and make full re- 
port on the state of accounts tween all county 
officers and the public, showing the state of the 
finances and disbursements and the condition of 
the several offices to the succeeding grand jury, 
said examination and report to commence at the 
close of the period cove by the former like re- 

rt from a previous committee and extending to 
he present time,’ and now beg leave to submit 
the following report. 

Not being able to find the original report of the 
previous committee, we were compelled to resort 
to the books they had examined, andin accord- 
ance with their check-marks, we commenced at 
July 1, 1876, and ended at April 1, 1878. 


OFFICE OF CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT. 


The only funds of the county passing through 
this office are the jury fees collected by the clerk 
in all cases settled with him. Owing to the fact 
that many of the cases entered on the executive 
docket as settled within the time stated as the ex- 
tent of our examination, had neither the amount 
of jury fee or confession of judgment embodied in 
the bill of costs as the law requires, we were com- 
pelled to have recourse to the minutes of the 
court, for the purpose of ascertaining how much 
the county was entitled to from this source, and 
have had the clerk to affix to all such executions 
not yet settled the amount so due the county. In 
all the cases settled, within the time above speci- 
fied, where this omission was made, the amount 
so due the county has been paid to the treasurer 
by the clerk. We would suggest that the execu- 
tive docket of the clerk be made more explicit, 
so as toshow at once~in whose hands the execu- 
tion may be, or if settled, by whom and when 
and the date of paying over jury fee to the treas- 
urer. In addition to this we will further recom- 
mend that the clerk keep a small book in which 
toenter all the cases from which he receives the 
jury fee and have the treasurer to receipt for same 
on this book giving date, in place of receipting on 
execution docket without any date, asis the cus- 
tom now. 

We cannot commend the manner of 
doing business in this office—finding some of the 
indexes irregular and incomplete, and the records 
not as neatly kept as they should be. In an office 
like this, where the interests of so many of our 
citizens are involved, itis of the utmost import- 
ance that none but reliable and accurate assistance 
should be employed. 

OFFICE OF SHERIFF. 

As with the clerk's, the only funds of the county 
passing through this office are the jury fees on 
executions settled by the sheriff, all of which that 
have been collected during the period of our exam- 
ination have been paid over to the treasurer. 

We recommend that the sheriff also keep a book 
in which to enter the cases settled by him and 
from which he has collected jury fees and take the 
receipt thereon of the treasurer for the amount of 
such jury fees in the same manner as recommend- 
ed for the clerk. 

We find that the sheriff does not enter on his 
docket the executions as they are turned over to 
him by the clerk and as the law directs; but it 
appears that the custom in this office is to file away 
the executions until they are settled, levied or re- 
turned nulla-bona, then they are entered on the 
sheriff's docket with remarks accordingly. This, 
it seems to us, is not the proper manner of record- 
ing these executions, and we think it of the ut- 
most importance that the sheriff keep a docket 
upon which to record these executions when 
turned over to him and show thereon in whose 
hands they may be, as under the present system 
of keeping his docket it is impossible to account 
for the executions if they are not in his office. 


ORDINARY’S OFFICE. 


The only funds passing through this office be- 
longing to the county are derived from retail 
licenses and the estray fund—the former amount, 
$64.000, having been turned over to the treasurer, 
as will appear in the statement, and the latter 
amount, $54.00, turned over to the county school 
commissioner, as the law directs. 

In this office we found the books neatly kept and 
ner yee A indexed and all the papers carefully filed; 
»ut owing to the system used for recording the ac- 
counts audited by the ordinary, it rendered it dif- 
ficult and laborious to divide out the county ex- 

venditures under their proper heads. In order to 
acilitate this business, and to save the county 
the expense of future tedious and laborious ex- 
aminations, one of our committee has drafted and 
the ordinary has had made a book with appropriate 
headings, which will show at a glance the various 
sources of expense and amount of each. This 
book will go into use on the Ist of October. 


TAX COLLETTOR. 


The taxes for 1876 were collected by General W. 
S. Walker, and final settlement for that year com- 
pleted with the county treasurer about the time 
of the date of our aap me ig 

In accordance with a recent act of the legislature 
it was made the duty of the collector for 1877, and 
thereafter, to file a sworn statement of his collec- 
tions at the end of each week with-the ordinary. 
Upon examination we find that the amounts col- 
lected by Mr. 8S. R. Hoyle, the present collector, 
have been so returned, and in comparing these 
statements with the treasurer’s receipts find them 


We have examined the bond of the collector and 
find it now complete, the securities thereon hav- 
oe | been verified to the amount of same by the 
ordinary 


COUNTY SCHOOL COMMISSIONER. 


We examined the book of Judge Manning, the 
commissioner, and find them neat and correct. 
The whole amount of school funds paid over to 
him for the years 1876 and 1877 amounts to $4,- 
736 37-100, wh amounts appear to have been 
properly disbursed as approved by the county 
school board. 

TAX RECEIVER. 


At the time of completing our examination the 
digests were — made up, the returns not being 
completed. We find the same progressing neatly 
and satisfactorily. ‘ 

COUNTY TREASURER. 


In this office we found everything neat and cor- 
rect, but owing to the system in use, it was with 
much time and labor that we were enabled to 
gather a detailed statement of the sources of in- 
come and expenditures of the county. And to 
avoid this difficulty in the future, and to save the 
county the expense of having to employ experts 
te examine these accounts, a new form of cash- 
book has been drafted by one of our committee 


on the first of October. 

Hereto attached you will find statement marked 
“A,’’ showing sources and amount of income and 
expenditures for the time hereinbefore stated 
from July 1, 1876, to April, 1, 1878, from 
which the public can see the sources 
from which fhe county receives its income and

Watkins vs. the State. Carrying concealed 
weapons, from Rockdale. 

WARNER, C. J. 

The defendant was inicted for the offense 
of carrying upon his person a_ pistol con- 
cealed, and upon his trial therefor, was 
found guilty. A motion was made for anew 
trialon the several grounds therein set 
forth, which was overruled, aud the de- 
fendant excepted. The defendant filed a 
— that he had been putin jeopardy ona 
ormer trial for the same offense on the same 
indictment, and was therefore entitled to 
an acquittal. It appears from the evidence 
in the record that at a former’ term 
of the court, at which a mistrialgwas had in 
the case, a jury .was selected for the 
trial of thedefendant, but whether sworn 
or not, the evidence is conflicting, that the 
defendant had been arraigned, and the so- 
licitor general was reading the indictment 
to the jury when it was discovered that two 
of the jurors had been on the grand jury that 
found the bill of indictment against the de- 
fendant, when the court discharged that jury, 
and impanneled another jury over defend- 
ant’s objections. This was done before any 
evidence had been submitted to the jury by 
the prosecuting officer for the state. It does 
not appear that the disqualification of the 
jurors was known to either party until the 
indictment was being read, as before stated. 
According to the interpretation given to the 
4681st section of the code by this court, in 
Jackson vs. the State, 5lst Geo. Rep. 402, 
| there would have been no errorin with- 
drawing the two disqualified jurors and 
substituting two others in their place, who 
were not disqualified, or as was done in this 
case, withdrawing the whole panel and fur- 
nishing the defendant with another unob- 
jectionable panel, and therefore the defend- 
ant was not put in jeopardy, in contempla- 
tion of the law; and that being so, the ques- 
tion whether the jury were sworn or not 
sworn, when the two disqualified jurors 
were discoved, was an immaterial and ir- 
relevant question. As to the newly discov- 
ered evidenee, defendant knew what Aycock 
had sworn at the previous term of the court, 
when there wasa mistrial, and if he was sick 
at the time testified to by Aycock, he knew 
that fact, and also must have known by 
whom he could have proved his sickness by 
the use of proper diligence. There st 
sufficient evident in the record to support 
the verdict, and there was no error in over- 
ruling the motion for a new trial. 

Let the judgmnt of the court below be 
affirmed.

Did the forenots, instrument convey the 
legal title to the defendant’scrop, and the 
ve et property mentioned therein to the 
claimants, or is it in its legal effect a 
mor to secure the payment of the sum 
of .00 to Clark, Hoabdr & Co. by 
15th of October, 1876, for provisions 
furnished by them to Cook, to enable him 
to make his crop for that year? Construing 
this instrument in view of the acts an 
conduct of the parties to it, Wwe think it was 
a mort -on the crop to secure the pay- 
ment of the $500.00 due by the defendant to 
Clark, Rosser & Co. for provisions furnished 
him to enable him to make it, and that it 
was a mortgage on the horses and mules, to 
secure the performance of the defendant's 
covenant and ment as stipulated in the 
instrument. e fact that the claimants 
took from the defendant two similar instru- 
ments on the 6th.of,June and 4th of Sep- 
tember for other advances made by them to 
the defendant, negatives the idea of a sale 
of the property by the defendant to them 
on the 24th of March, 1876. If it became 
the property of the claimants on the 28th of

“For and in consideration of the sum 
of three hundred and fifty dollars this 
day paid to me by D. W. Spence, one 
hundred and _ ninety-five of it in 
money, and the other one hundred 
and fifty-five by a due bill on the said 
Spence, I have this day transferred to the 
said D. W Spence ali the fi. fas, issued from 
the justice’s court of the 477th district G. 
M., in favor of W. M. Wilson vs. W. J. 
Wright, said fi. fas. being compromised to 
the amount above stated without recourse. 
Nov. 14th, 1873. W. M. WILson, 
Per L. L. Middlebrook, Att’y for Wilson.” 
The payment made by Spence was -made 
for Wright, and with hismoney. According 
to the terms of the contract, it was evidently 
the intention of the parties to compromise 
all the judgment claims of Wilson against 
Wright, obtained in the justice’s court, but 
the plaintiff says it was only intended to 
compromise such of the judgment claims 
as were in Middlebrook’s hands, and that 
the fi. fa. to which the affidavit of illegality 
was made, was not in his hands, but was in 
the hands of the plaintiff, though of the 
same date as the others. The written 
contract does not say that the com- 
promise was be confined 
to the judgment claims in 
Middlebrook’s hands, and if that written 
contract, by mistake or otherwise, does not 
speak the truth according to the intention 
of the parties, then let the plaintiff le his 
replication to the defendant’s affidavit of il- 
legality in the nature of ashort bill in 
equity under our practice, and allege 
wherein the written contract does not speak 
the truth. If any part of the contract be- 
tween the ies was omitted by mistake, 
allege that fact, so asto lay the foundation 
for the introduction of the evidence to re- 
form the written contract, if it needs re- 
formation, but until that is done, the writ- 
ten contract is the best evidence of what 
was intended to be embraced in the com- 
promise. The plaintiff in his transfer of the 
fi. fas. to Spence evidently thought that he 
was transferring all the fi. fas. issued from 
the justice’s court of the 477th district of 
G. M. in his favor against Wright, in pur- 
suance of the contract of compromise, be- 
cause it is so stated in the transfers. In 
view of the facts of this case we think the 
court erred in overruling the defendant’s mo- 
tion for a new trial.

Kennedy et al. vs. Leamans, ordinary, et 
al. Mandamus, from Rockdale. 
WARNER, C. J. 

This was an application by the complain- 
ants to the judge of the superior court fora 
mandamus requiring the ordinary of Rock- 
dale county to audit their account and the 
treasurer of said county to pay them $2.00 
per day for their services as jurors upon a 
coroner’s inquest held in said county, or 
show cause why they should not do so. The 
mandamus nisi was granted, and made re- 
turnable to the April term of the superior 
court, at which term the court, after hear- 
ing and considering the answers of the or- 
dinary and treasurer, refused to grant an 
order making the madamus absolute, where- 
upon the complainants excepted. 

Weare not aware of any law which makes 
provision for the payment of $2.00 per day, 
or any other sum, to jurors serving upon 
coroner’s inquests in this state. Before an 
officer can be required to pay out public 
money, or be justified in doing so, those 
who demand its payment should be able to 
show a clear provision of the law which en- 
titles them to receive it. There was no error 
in refusing to grant an absolute mandamus 
on the statement of facts contained in the 
record. 

Let the judgment of the court below be 
affirmed.

The defendants 
pleaded that the note was given to the 
plaintiffs for a commercial manure com- 
monly called “Pacific Guano,” which was 
worthless and of no value whatever, and 
that the note was fraudulently -procured, 
&c. -On the trial of the case, the jury found 
a verdict for the plaintiffs. A motion was 
made for a new trial on the ground that the 
verdict was contrary to law, and the evi- 
dence, which motion was overruled, and 
the defendants excepted. The evidence 
was conflicting, and if the jury thought 
proper to believe the evidence for the plain- 
tiffs instead of that for the defendants, it 
was their privilege to do so, and as there is 
sufficient evidence in the record to support 
the verdict, it was not contrary to law, nor 
contrary to the evidence. The presiding 
judgé before whom the case was tried being 
satisfied with the verdict, we will not inter- 
fere to disturb it.
